Washington, April 23.— W ith succor 
only five miles away the Titanic slid 
into its watery grave, carrying with 
it more than 1,600 of its passengers 
and crew, while an unidentified steam­

flashed to it for aid. 
This phase of the tragic disaster 
was brought out before the senate in­ 
vestigating committee when J. ii. Box­ 
hall, fourth officer of the Titanic, told 
of his unsuccessful attempts to attract 
the stranger’s attention.

This 
ship, 
according to 
Boxhall, 
could not have bet n more than five 
miles away and was steaming toward 
the Titanic. 
So close was it that 
from the bridge Boxhall plainly saw 
Its masthead lights and side light 
Both 
with rockets and with 
the 
Morse electric signal did the young 
officer 
hail 
the 
stranger. 
Captain 
Smith and several others in the vi­ 
cinity of the bridge declared at the 
time their belief that the vessel had 
seen them and was signalling in re­ 
ply. 


Boxhall failed to see the replies, 
however, and in any case the steamer 
kept on its course obliquely past the 
Titanic without extending aid.

Steamer Cruising in Vicinity of the 
Titanic Disaster. 


St. Johns, N. F., April 23.— More 
bodies were picked up by the cable 
steamer 
Mackay-Bennett, 
which

cruising near the spot where the T i­ 
tanic foundered last Monday morning, 
according to word that reached here 
How’ many bodies have been recovered 
in addition to the fifty that already 
had been taken aboard has not been 
reported, nor is any information ob­ 
tainable here as to any identifications. 
The steamer w ill proceed to New York 
with the bodies as soon as her work 
has been completed. 


ROADS TO CARRY 
EXPRESS 


Bill Requiring Lines to Do That Class 
of Business. 


Washington, April 22.— Representa­ 
tive Martin of South Dakota intro­ 
duced a bill to require railroad com­ 
panies to receive and transport all ex­ 
press parcels and to transact all ex­ 
press business under the regulation of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
T The measure will be debated in con­ 
nection with the various amendments 
new' pending as riders to the postoffice 
appropriation bill and is offered, it is 
understood, in lieu of the bill to have 
the government take over the express 
companies. 
The bill provides that there shall be 
an ^express car on each 
passenger 
train and that in special cases the in­ 
terstate commerce 
commission may 
give permission to have special ex­ 
press trains to he run at the speed of 
passenger trains. 
The bill is to go 
Into effect Ju ly I.

Lord Mersey, former president of the 
adm iralty division of the high court, 
had consented to act as chairm an. 
He 
was assisted by two assessors, whose 
names w ill be announced later. 
Since the question had been raised 
he had consulted Lord Mersey and as­ 
certained 
that such 
a court 
would 
have full power to procure the at­ 
tendance of necessary witnesses. 
It 
would be immediately constituted, he 
said, and in readiness to begin taking 
evidence of survivors who w ill arrive 
on the lapland.
